AMBASSADOR U. ALEXIS JOHNSON NAMED GWU’S 
EDGAR R. BAKER PROFESSOR OF INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS 


WASHINGTON, D.C.—U. Alexis Johnson, former Under Secretary of State for 
Political Affairs and U.S. Ambassador to Thailand and Japan, has been named 
the Edgar R. Baker adjunct professor of international affairs at George Washington 
University. He will be associated with the Institute for Sino-Soviet Studies 
of the School of Public and International Affairs (SPIA). 

He assumes a position that has in the past been held by such distinguished 
statesmen as Averell Harriman, John Sherman Cooper, and Earl Warren. During 
the course of the academic year Ambassador Johnson will be making presentations 
to several faculty colloquia of the School of Public and International Affairs 
and its Institute for Sino-Soviet Studies. He will also be meeting periodically 
with various student groups and participating informally in a number of classes. 

"Ambassador Johnson," according to SPIA Dean Burton M. Sapin, "is one of the 
most distinguished cateer diplomats of the post-war period. He will be an 
exceptional asset to our program. The tremendous breadth and depth of his 
knowledge and experience should prove invaluable to students and faculty alike."

During his career Ambassador Johnson has served in the following positions: 
Ambassador at Large and Chief of the United States Delegation to the United States- 
Soviet Negotiations of the Limitation on Strategic Arms (SALT), 1973-77; Under 
Secretary of State for Political Affairs, the senior career position in the 
Department of State, 1969-73; Ambassador to Japan, 1966-69; Deputy Ambassador 
to Viet-Nam, 1964-65; Deputy Under Secretary of State for Political Affairs, 1961- 
64 and 1965-66; Ambassador to Thailand, 1958-61; Ambassador to Czechoslovakia, 
1953-58; Deputy Assistant Secretary of State for Far Eastern Affairs, 1951-53; 
Deputy Director and later Director of the Office of Northeast Asian Affairs 
(Japan and Korea),Department of State, 1949-51; American Consul and later Consul 
General at Yokohama, 1945-47; Consul in Manila, 1945; and Vice Consul to Seoul, 
Korea, 1937-39, 

Ambassador Johnson resigned from the Foreign Service in February 1977 after 
an illustrious career spanning more than forty years. Among the awards he has 
received are: the National Civil Service League's Career Service Award, the 
Rockefeller Public Service Award in the Field of Foreign Affairs, the President's 
Award for Distinguished Federal Civilian Service, and the Department of Defense 
Medal for Distinguished Public Service. He also received the Distinguished Honor 
Award of the Department of State. 

The Baker Adjunct Professorship at GU was created by Mrs. Edgar R. Baker 
of New York City in memory of her husband, who was Director of Corporate 
Development and Vice President of Time, Inc. at the time of his death in June 1969. 

Mr. Baker, a native of Washington, was a trustee and Phi Beta Kappa graduate 
of George Washington University. He served as national chairman of the univer¬ 
sity’s Annual Support Program from 1963-1965. He joined'Time, Inc. in 1944 and 
later became managing director of Time-Life International, which during his tenure 

grew into a wide-spread International publishing organization,

Dr. Frank M. Weida, professor emeritus of statistics at The 
George Washington University, died Tuesday, September 13, 1977 , 
in Port Republic, Md. He was 86. 

Dr. Weida came to George Washington in 1930 as associate 
professor of mathematics and served in that post until 1935 when 
he was named professor of statistics and executive officer of the 
Department of Statistics which was established that year. He 
served as professor of statistics continuously from 1935 until 
1957 with the exception of the year 1950-1951 when he was on 
sabbatical leave. He was named professor emeritus of statistics 
in June 1957 and from 1958 to January 31, 1962, served as professor 
eneritus of statistics in residence at the university. 

The citation awarding him the emeritus status in 1957 recogn¬ 
ized his "service as an earnest teacher, an investigator and 
writer of note, and a loyal leader” in his profession. 

Born in Allentown, Pa., September 28, 1891, he attended 
Allentown High School and Kenyon College (B.Sc. , 1913) and later 

the University of Iowa where he received his Ph.D. in 1923. Prior 
to coming to George Washington, he was associated with St. Albans 
School for Boys in Knoxville, Illinois, with the University of . . 
Chicago as a graduate assistant in mathematics, with the University

College as assistant professor of mathematics, and with Lehigh

University in the same capacity. 

He wrote extensively in his field and was a member of a 
number of learned societies. His associations included member¬ 
ship in the Institute of Mathematical Statistics (fellow); the 
American Statistical Association; the Royal Statistical Society; 
Sigma Xi, science honor society; the Mathematical Association 

of America; the Society for the Promotion of Enineering Education;

the American Association for the Advancement of Science (fellow); 
Gamma Alpha, national scientific fraternity; Pi Mu Epsilon, 
honorary mathematical fraternity; and the Econometric Society. 

He was a member of Alpha Tau Omega fraternity, and of the Cosmos

He is survived by. his wife, the former Opal Dickson of Port 
Republic, Md., a son, Charles Reitz Weida, who is with the Air 
Force In Montgomery, Ala., a daughter, Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Edmunds, 
of Los Alamitos, Calif., and five grandchildren.

JONATHAN FIFE NAMED DIRECTOR OF ERIC CLEARINGHOUSE ON HIGHER EDUCATION 

WASHINGTON, D.C, — Jonathan D. Fife, who has been associate director of the 
Educational Resources Information Center (ERIC) Clearinghouse on Higher Education, 
has been appointed director, effective September 1. 

Dr, Fife succeeds Peter P. Muirhead, who retired after heading the Clearing¬ 
house since 1974, Marilyn Scutt Shorr, a research associate at the Clearinghouse, 
has been named assistant director. 

The ERIC Clearinghouse on Higher Education has been based at The George 
Washington University since 1968. The university was recently awarded a five-year 
contract by the National Institute of Education to continue the operation. The 
Clearinghouse at GW, which is one of 16 that form the national ERIC system, is 
responsible for identifying, acquiring, indexing, and abstracting national and 
International English-language literature concerned with higher education. 

Dr. Fife, a nationally recognized author in the field of student financial 
aid, has been associate director of the Clearinghouse for five years. He has a 
doctorate in education from Pennsylvania State University and was a research assis¬ 
tant at the university's Center for the Study of Higher Education. He also has 
served on the student personnel staff of the University of Cincinnati and the State 
University College at Buffalo.

• WASHINGTON, D.C. — Alfred M. Freudenthal, professor emeritus of civil and 
materials engineering at the School of Engineering and Applied Science of The 
George Washington University, died at home (N. Park Avenue, Chevy Chase, Md.) 
on Tuesday, September 27, 1977. He was 71. 

Dr. Freudenthal came to George Washington in 1969 as full professor. He taught 
until 1976 when he was awarded the status of professor emeritus in May of that year. 
During the years of his service at George Washington, he served as chairman. Department 
of Civil, Mechanical, and Environmental Engineering, and director of the Institute 
for the Study of Fatigue, Fracture, and Structural Reliability. 

In 1976, he was elected to the National Academy of Engineering and 
the same year the American Society of Civil Engineers established the Alfred M. 
Freudenthal Medal for outstanding contributions to structural safety and 
reliability. 

Professor Freudenthal was internationally recognized as the "father” of 
structural reliability and made outstanding contributions to the engineering 
sciences, education and industry during the past quarter century. 

In 1946, at the Applied Mechanics Congress in Paris, he presented the 
first paper dealing with creep instability, which has proven of technical 
assistance in the design of supersonic aircraft, long-span reinforced concrete 
structures, and in the structural use of polymers. 

Under his leadership, the Institute for the Study of Fatigue, Fracture, 
and Reliability, which he established in 1962 at Columbia University and transferred

to George Washington in 1969, acquired a world-wide reputation in fatigue research. 
The Institute was in the forefront of basic research both in the metal physics 
aspects of fatigue as well as in the development of a new methodology in the 
risk and reliability assessment of structures susceptible to fatigue. 

Professor Freudenthal was awarded the Norman Medal of the American Society 
of Civil Engineers in 1948 and again in 1957. In 1972, he was awarded the von 
Karman Medal. He received the Medal of the Royal Swedish Aeronautical Society 
in 1956. 

He lectured, by invitation, in Europe, Japan and Australia. During the 
spring semesters of the years 1970 and 1971, he served as Visiting Professor 
at the Swiss Federal Institute of Technology in Zurich. Under a Senior U.S. 

Scientist Award from the Federal Republic of Germany, he was invited to 

serve as visiting professor by the University of Hamburg and the Technical 
University of Munich. In 1970, he was chosen as Engineering Scholar by the 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute in its "World’s Greatest Minds, Visiting Scholar 
Program.” 

In 1971, he received the National Capital Award for Engineers from the 
D.C. Council of Engineering and Architectural Socieites. 

Dr. Freudenthal was awarded a degree in civil engineering in 1929 in Prague. 

In 1930, he received the degree of Doctor of Technical Science from the German 

Technical University in Prague on the basis of his dissertation on the theory 
of plasticity. 

In 1935, he left Prague and emigrated to Palestine (Israel), and became 
the chief structural engineer and subsequently the resident engineer in the 
planning, construction, and technical administration of a new port in Tel Aviv 
between 1936 and 1946. In 1937, he accepted an apporint,ent as lecturer, and 
later as Professor of Bridge Engineering at the Hebrew Institute of Technology in 


Haifa. He 


continued his association with the institute until 1946. 
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Professor Freudenthal was the author of three books and more than 140 
papers in his field. 

He is survived by his wife, Mary Ann, of the home address, and a son, 
Peter Simon, of New York City.
